This  object  had  a 
white  light  which  I thought  was  the  rear,  with  a red  light  which  I felt  was  on 
the  right,  i^diich,  to  my  knowledge,  would  be  incorrect,  and  a green  light  on  the 
left.  This  object  was  moving  in  a east  to  west  direction 5 however,  it  would 
seem  to  stop  and  hover  for  a period  of  time.  At  times  there  would  be  a rather 
high,  bright  red  intense  light  come  on,  sometimes  for  a few  seconds,  and  some- 
times for  as  long  as  thirty  seconds.

Find  Balloon 

A solution  to  the  western  Illi- 
nois flying  saucer  sightings 
mystery  may  have  been  found 
near  the  Monmouth  waste  dis- 
posal plant  today. 

Robert  Merwin.  superintend- 
ent of  the  city’s  disposal  plant, 
found  a hot  air  balloon  made  of 
a clear  plastic  bag,  soda  straws 
and  a candle,  lie  found  the  ob- 
ject tangleil  in  brush  on  the 
north  edge  of  Monmouth  on  a 
road  leading  to  the  plant. 

The  soda  straws  were  glued 
together  and  held  the  bag  open. 
'.[It  was  believed  that  the  candle 
I prov  ided  heat  to  propel  the  ob- 
Iject  and  also  gave  off  a soft 
; greenish  light.  The  plastic  bag 
was  similar  to  those  used  by 
drycleaners. 

Ralph  Fckley,  city  editor  of 
the  Monmouth  Review  Atlas,
